‘Tue ease of tho Providenza has olicitod 
4 fresh outburst of indiguation in Hong. 
Koug ab tho iniquitios of tho coolio 
trade, and has bronght to light somo 
striking facts connected with it. With 
tho straingo story of tho ship horsclf, 
our readers nro. alrendy fi On 
the 19th August, a foreigu-built barquo 
of 350 to 400 tons mensurement, old, 
dilapidated, without top-gallaut masts, 
swith rigging torn and disorderly, with- 
cout bonis, without papers, without 
charts or instruments, without ovon a 
name, and with only forty-two Chinoso 
coolies on bontd, was brought into Ha- 
Kodadi harbour by Japanese pilots, 
who lind picked hor up off tho const, 
drifting helplessly at tho morey of 
‘winds and eurronts. ‘Thomen told tho 
unlikely tale that. they lind sailed from 
Macao somo two months previously, 
under a Europonn Captain with five 
European aud. fifty Chineso sailors, 
‘that tho foreigners “had abandoned the 
ship in boats during n galo of wind, 
aud that thoy had drifted to the 
spot where they were found. ‘The 
talo was unlikely for many reasous. 
Tews unlikely that a sound and well 
provisioned ship would be desorted ; 
for tho dilapidated stato of hor masts 
and rigging was ovidontly tho rnult of 
nogloct railier than of bad woather. It 
wat unlikely that every tree of a 
amo would lave boon eo. cartully 
romoved bofore abandoning her under 
stross of woathor. It was ovident tho 
amen on board wer not sailors ; in fact, 
thoy soon coutradicted their own tale 
by producing coolio cortifientes made 
out for the Italian barque Providenza, 
which gavo tho lacking cluo to tho 
identity of tho ship.
